Western European Union met to-

reported foremost on their agenda. 
Authoritative American 
and 
British sources said linking of the 
Brussels Union with the American 
powers in a North Atlantic pact 
will be the central theme of the 
sessions which began this morning 


Official British sources said the 
ministers decided soon after to- 
day's meeting began that future 
sessions will be completely re- 
stricted. 
Because of the nature 


of the talks, these sources said, 
official spokesmen of the various 
delegations will not hold briefing 
meetings with newsmen. 
There will be a joint commun- 


ique when the talks end, the 
sources said. 
Informed Britain sources said 
last night British Foreign Secre>- 
ary Ernest Bevin will give his con- 
ditional endorsement to a French- 
Belgian proposal for a western 
European, parliament. 
The parliament, to be 
chosen 


from among the deputies of the 
five national legislatures, would 
have consultative authority. The 
Five Nations in the union are Bnt- 
tain, France, Belgium, The Neth- 
erlands and Luxembourg. 
The foreign ministers, sitting as 
the consultative council of the un- 
ion, also are to discuss a proposed 
North. Atlantic military alliance 
which would add the United States 
and Canada to the forces of the 
union. 


Washington, Oct. 25—(/P)—In- 
vitations- to-a portentous confer- 
ence to draft a military alliance 
between North America and west- 
ern Europe probably will go out 
soon after next week's presidential 
election. 
Nations expected to take part in 
the initial phases are' the United 
States, Canada and TSurope's west- 
em powers—Britain, France, Bel- 
gium, The Netherlands and Lux- 
embourg. 


Several other countries in the 
non-Communist lineup — notably 
Italy, Iceland, Norway and Den- 
mark—may join in the talks at 
some point.

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HENRY'S GIDEON ARMY 


During the closing weeks of the 1948 presidential cam- 


paign, says James Thrasher in an editorial written for 
NEA Service and the Times-Mirror, a horrid political 
fate overtook Henry A. Wallace. 


His supporter! grew less numerous and less enthusias- 


tic. 
People, stopped throwing things at him. Worse still, 


a lot of them even stopped talking about him. The ma- 
jor candidates for the presidency ignored his presence in 
the race almost completely. The press, which had given 
front-page space to his speeches and to pictures of his 
Southern martyrdom, took to running the news of his 
campaign inside the paper. The polls indicated that his 
show was slipping, but nobody gave his declining per- 
centage much notice. 


Everywhere the dismal signs were apparent: the Am- 


erican people were bored to tears by Henry Wallace. 
In B. campaign marked generally by a lack of public in- 
terest, the disinterest in Mr. Wallace grew to monumental 
proportions. 


The trouble seemed to be that people quickly learned, 


if not everything about Mr. Wallace, at least everything 
he chose or was permitted to reveal about himself. 


It was apparent early in the game that he had been 


taken ever by the Communists and had become some- 
thing very like a ventriloquist's dummy on their knees. 
It was shocking, but the shock wore off. His past his- 
tory of contradictions and evasions was hunted up, made 
public, and easily digested. Two or three sessions clari- 
Sed the Wallace technique in press conferences. He had 
answers only for the questions that suited him. 


After these revelations, there was little to do except read 


or listen to his speeches. And the Wallace speeches proba- 
bly induced the climactic yawn of his campaign. 
For 


this he can blame those ghost writers who, if not Com- 
munists themselves, had certainly cribbed extensively from 
the comrades' manual of propaganda. 


Like £0 many Communist harangues, Mr. Wallace's 


speeches never became very specific. 
Consequently they 


never became very interesting. 
Day after day he kept 


whaling away at punching bags labeled Big Business, 
Wall Street, War Mongers, Bi-Partisans, Monopolies. But 
they all looked alike. And the more he punched the more 
indistinguishable they became. 


Finally most or the public got tired and went away. 


Indignation had melted and enthusiasm had evaporated 
under pressure of the suffocating boredom. 


Mr. Wallace must have realized himself that he had laid 


an egg iar bigger than any that were thrown at him. For 
he bade farewell to his 1948 chances a month before elec- 
tion and started planning for "after Nov. 2." 


But the third-party candidate will face some grave diffi- 


culties in planning for the future. 
The widespread hos- 


tility that he first aroused would be hard enough to lick. 
The indifference that succeeded it will be even harder. For 
how are you going to enlist prospects for a "Gideon's 
army'1 if you can't keep the prospects awake? 


REMEMBERING YOUR FELLOWMEN

Out in Warren, Pa., early one morning last week, a 


baker noticed the flames in his gas oven die out. Ten 
minutes later he heard the gas begin to flow again. 


Fortunately, he realized that what had happened in 


the bake shop had happened all over the sleeping town 
where automatic gas burners were in use. So he quickly 
phoned the fire chief, and soon the whole community had 
been aroused by screaming fire sirens, and a sound truck. 
The ^result was that not one life was lost, although a half 
hundred residents were groggy from the gas when routed 
from their beds. 


We shudder to think what would have happened if 


the baker had not given a thought of his feUowmen; if 
he had re-lighted his oven and gone on with his work. 


What a tragedy would have ensued! 
The baker's thought of his fellowmen sets an example 


for every community where campaigns are now underway 
:or Community Chests. Lancaster is one of these, and we 
^ill reach our goal in Lancaster if we think of our fellow- 
men as the Warren baker did. On the other hand, we 
can forget about them and go on with our work. 


If we choose the latter course, no less tragedy will 


occur, in the broad sense, than would have occurred in 
Warren if the baker had thought no further than his own 
nose.

A desert is a prize in the Palest- 
tine conflict. 


The Israeli government announc- 


ed that its troops have taken an- 
cient Beersheba in the very heart 
of the Kegev, a wasteland. 
Why fight for a wasteland? In 
the days of appeasement, Musso- 
lini was offered a similar territory 
in Africa, and he rejected the of- 
fer with the scornful wisecrack, 
"I am no collector of deserts." 
Nor is any nation if it has a 


choice. 
P'or" Israel, there is not 


much choice. Her spokesmen con- 
tend that she must have tr.e Xe- 
gev, not only for future expansion, 
but to achieve the Jewish dream of 
a modern state with an economy 
evenly balanced between agricult- 
ure and industry. 


The Negev is a pretty poor area. 
It is a little smaller, in square 


miles, than Connecticut, but there 


is no further resemblance between 
them. The Negev is barren, wa- 
terless, bleak, brown and unfriend- 
ly. 
It looks incredibly old, and 


if it ever had any value for hu- 
mans, none is apparent now. 


For this reason, it has never 
been mapped. Probably 
it 
has 
never been entirely explored. 
Nevertheless, Israel claims 
it, 


and it 
is expending 
blood 
and 


treasure to get it. These are the 
reasons: 


The new state is already feeling 
population pressure. Immigration 
since the end of the war, and par- 
ticularly within, the past year has 
brought the population mark to 
nearly 800,000. 


Many thousands more are wait- 
ing in Europe to go into Palestine. 
The planning of the Jewish ag- 
ency, before the end of the war, 
embraced about 1,000,000 people. 
Some 600,000 Jews were 'hen liv- 
ing in Palestine. 


To carry out this program, the 


Israeli government contends that 
it must have that desert territory. 
And, in fact, the original United 
Nations plan, proposed last 
No- 
vember, allotted most of the Negev 
to Israel. 


Population is not the only fac- 
tor. 
Industrial potentiality—a:V 
it is only a potentiality now—is 
equally important. 
During the years of the British 


mandate, the Jews were able to or- 
ganize collective farms in other 
desert lands, and make them pro- 
duce. They went into the weird 
land bordering on the Sea of Gal- 
ilee and the Dead Sea, prospecting 
for minerals and setting up chem- 
ical works. 


They propose to do the same 
thing- now in the desert of Negev.
